PRESIDENT of the 
Australian Soccer 
Federation, Sir Arthur 
George, said at the 
dinner held in honour 
of FIFA president Dr 
Joao Havelange that 
he has one aim before 
he retires from his 
Position.

And has any foes ‘signed 
al loyal player than 
Joe Watson, who has 
been with Sydney City 
for more than 10 years and 
is now one of national 
coach Frank Arok's key 
players in Australia's 
World Cup campaign? 

There are many argu- 
ments for and against the 
importation of overseas 
players by National 
League clubs, 

Certainly there are 
many players who are no 
better than local players 
who are kept out of a 
club's first team. 

Yet quality players 
should always be wel- 
come if they can improve 
the standard of the 
League. Unfortunately 
no-one, not even the 
wisest and most 
knowledgeable 
coaches, can judge 
whether an import will be 
a success or failure until he 
is actually in Australia. 

Several leading NSL 
coaches came to Aus- 
tralia as players, and men 
like Eddie Thomson, Wil- 
lie Wallace, Adrian Al- 
ston and Les Scheinflug 
are making a major con- 
tribution in the coaching 
field.

ROOS HAVE 
HARD ROAD 
TO HOE 


BY KEITH GILMOUR 


FUTURE Socceroos will continue to ride a 
rocky road to reach the World Cup Finals 
beyond 1986. 


That is the only construction to be placed 
upon the weighty explanations given by FIFA 
boss Dr Joao Havelange to questions levelled 
at him at last Wednesday’s press conference. 

Dr Havelange pointed to world-wide 
needs of the football public, media and spon- 
sors for only the most outstanding national 
teams to compete in the Finals, 

Oceania as a confederation does not have 
the political clout in the corridors of FIFA that 
Africa, Asia and the Eastern Bloc countries 
hold. 

For example, five Oceania Confederation 
natifons cannot command the en bloc vote 
of, say, 32 Asian nations. 


UNHAPPY 

Reading between the lines, it seems quite 
Possible that Israel could find itself in another 
confederation’s Preliminary series for the 
1990 World Cup. 

As with Chinese Taipei, Asia will not allow 
them in. Europe took them last time but the 
Europeans are unhappy over travel and re. 
lated costs to play in Tel Aviv. 

Strangely the costs incurred by Australia 
and New Zealand are of no account. 

This time around, if the Socceroos succeed 
in Oceania they play either Scotland or 
Spain as runners-up in European Group Seven. 

For 1990 you can rest assured that if there is 
no play-off with Europe then there will be one 
against a South American nation or some- 
body else. 

One principle that FIFA will not negotiate is 
that any member country will be allowed into 
world competitions regardless of whether 
they are members of a confederation or not. 

So FIFA will use their silver-tongued persu- 
sive powers to see that Israel gets a run some- 
where. 

Dr ppvolaaas said that he came into the 
President's position in 1974 with the idea of 
extending ania to include countries such 
as the Philippines, Japan, Sir Lanka, Chinese 
Taipei and Indonesia. 

Concerning a permanent vice-president’s 
Position for Oceania on FIFA, it will requrie a 
change of heart by Africa, Asia and the East- 
em Bloc to gain the necessary majority. 

Senior vice-president Harry Cavan is highly 
optimistic that the International Olympic 
Committee will accept the Proposal that 
Under 23 years be the only criteria for Olym- 
pic Games football entry. 

“No more humbug or hypocracy,” he said, 
referring to the Communist nations entry of 
full-timers into the competition as amateurs.

WARM-UPS often cause coaches problems with how best to start off the training session 


But there are many different and varied 
practices, both with and without a ball, which 
cater for plenty of movement and are enjoy- 
able. 

There are many things that can be coached 
in these practices if the coach wants to. 

Many of the practices are called “related 
practices” because, as the name implies, 
they are related to the game but haven't all the 
components of a game, i.e. area, opposition 
objective etc. 

‘These practices are ideal for junior players, 
but many of them are good for seniors as well 
and with a little adaption can be physically 
hard too. 


PRACTICES WITHOUT BALL 


1. IN PRESCRIBED AREA: 

One or two players hold ball with both hands 
on it and have to touch other players with ball. 
Others obviously have to try to avoid that. 

2. TAG: 

In prescribed area, one player chases and 
tags another — they join hands then another — 
when fours then split into pairs until last man 
tagged. 

3. GROUPS OF FOUR: 

Players numbered one to four — one chases two, 
who when touches, chases three, who when 
touches chases four, who when touches chases 
one and so on, Time limit is very strenuous. 


4. CIRCLE RELAY IN PAIRS: 

Various activities, e.g. on partner’s back — on 
call jump-off, through legs, around circle back 
onto partner’s back. 


5. CIRCLE AGAIN: 

One player on outside jogs around outside of 
circle, until he touches one player who then has 
to chase to try and tag before he gets back. 


PRACTICES WITH A BALL 


1. CIRCLE WITH NUMBER OF PLAYERS AT 
PRACTICE: 


Balls with players at intervals — number de- 
pends on how hard you want them to work. 
OBJECTIVES: 


Running across circle avoiding other players 
— Concentrating on head up (vision) 
Change of pace 
Smooth take over off toe of player 
— Meeting player without a ball 
VARIATIONS 

— Passing in above five metres from man going 
toward 

— Two defenders in middle so players have to 
dribble 

— Shoot if players on outside are goalkeepers. 


2. HANDBALL: 

8 v 8 in specified area. Player cannot run with 
ball. 
3. GROUPS IN SMALL AREA: 

Moving about and passing and moving ball 
first time.

Ball between two — can work on passing con- ~ 
trol, one-twos, etc. 
5. TWO TEAMS: 
Throw/head/catch — play in that sequence, 
but can only score with headed goal.

An eight-page programme, which can in- 
clude photos, can be run off on a photocopier 
in a couple of hours. 

So come on your clubs, let’s have a bit of ii 
formation for the spectators, and let's pro- 
mote our game.

COACH CALLS FOR 
13-A-SIDE SOCCER! 


QUEENSLAND soccer, which is famous 
for the suggestion by its president lan 
Brusasco for soccer without goalkeepers, 
has produced yet another idea to shock the 
purists — 13-a-side soccer. 


Mount Gravatt Premier League coach Eric 
Thompson made his extraordinary sugges- 
tion after Brusasco boasted that rule changes 
to the XXXX pre-season tournament this year 
had been an outstanding success. 

Under the new rules, players can only be 
offside in a 25 metre zone out from the goal, 
and players are not permitted to pass back to 
the keeper within the zone, marked by a line 
across the field which one wit dubbed “The 
Brusasco Line”. 

Forty-seven goals were scored in the first 
10 matches of the competition, prompting 
Brusasco to declare the experiment a 
success. 

But Thompson slammed the rules as stifling 
skill and claimed it was impossible for 11 play- 
ers to produce good football. The rules, he 
said, turned the game into one of constant 
running and desperate long kicking. 


SERIOUS 


“Two extra on-field players would allow 
teams to slow things down and play better 
football. At the moment the game has no re- 
semblance to normal soccer, so we may as 
well go the whole way,” Thompson said, 
perhaps somewhat tongue-in-cheek. 

But Thompson is serious when it comes to 
defending his players and he has no doubts 
that the new rules are crucifying defenders 
and skilful players. 

“As soon as the ball is in the zone the defen- 
der has no escape, his only choice is to hook 
the ball away for a corner or throw-in. It’s hard 
to get skilful players to play like that,” he said. 

But Brusasco claims the unpredictability 
and extra pressure is what is making the 
tournament an exciting and entertaining 
spectacle. 

Thompson is not alone in his criticism of the 
present rules. 

Easts’ John. Sime has said the rules have 
turned soccer into ‘a lottery’, while Lions’ 
Gordon Arrowsmith has dismissed the QSF's 
experiment as ‘a joke”. 

‘And using the argument that the new rules 
have produced more goals tends to lose some 
clout when last year’s tournament is ex- 
amined. 

The 18 qualifying games, under normal 
rules, produced 62 goals — 3.4 per game, 
which is only half a goal per game less than this 
season.

Mr Cavan said: “Following a 
study of women's football 
throughout the world the (FIFA) 
Executive has approved the 
policy of encouraging women's 
football. 

“National associations are re- 
quired to control women’s foot- 
ball. In addition, as chairman of 
the Referees’ Committee, I am 
pleased with the new policy of 


complete non-discrimination 
against women as referees, 

“We expect to see more 
women covered by referees’ in- 
struction courses and in many 
cases they will be very valuable 
in controlling women’s 
matches. 

“Also in te case of school- 
teachers, they can further help 
the interests of the game by con- 
trolling schools matches and so 
helping to promote the game,” 

Mr Cavan complimented 
Chinese Taipei on the success of 
the World Women’s Invitation 
Tournament held Jate last year. 

He foresees more growth in 
the acceptance of the tourna- 
ment in future, but there is delay 
in extending it to its fullest. 

“We have the World Cup, 
Olympic Tournament, World 
Youth Cup and the new World 
Under 16 Tournament on our 
plate and they are proving quite 
@ heavy load at the moment,” he 
added.
